BERKELEY -Afterthreeyears ofdebate， 
the faculty at UC Berkeley narrowly ap- 
proved a proposal Tuesday which will re- 
quire students to take a course on the expe- 
Iiences and contributions of ethnic cultures 
in the US. 

In a227-to-194 vote, the Academic Sen- 
ate gave the final go-ahead for an American 
Cultures Breadth Requirement. Other UC 
campuses have incorporated similar re- 
quirements 一 UC Santa Cruz passed an 
ethnicity course requirement two years ago 
and UC Irvine approved a mnulticultural 
Tequirement just last week 一 but UC 
Berkeley sproposalis themostfar-reaching 
because it would address the experiences of 
ethnic cultures in the US in terms of Ameri- 
can history, SOciety and culture. 

According to a report issued April 11 by 
the Academic Senate's Special Committee 
on Education and Ethnicity，the course 
Should be integrative and comparative. 

“Such courses Should substantially con- 
Sider at least three of the five main racial/ 
cultural groups in American society: Afri- 
can American，American Indian，Asian 
American，Chicano/Latino, and European 
American,”the committee wrote.“To be 


adequately comparative，no one of these 
时 oups may be the focus of the greaterpart of 
the course. Other racial/cultural groups may 
be added where appropriate.” 

The course can be taken in a varlety of 
departments and and should count toward a 
Student's major,， thus not Increasing 3 Stu- 
dent's workload..The Proposed graduation 
requirementwiljstart with the freshman class 
entering in the fall of 1991.

She also tells tasteless jokes, in my view， 
using herheritageasthebuttofjokes shetells 
to non-Asian audiences, some of whom may 
hold stereotypes about Asians and Asian 
AmericanSs, Those jokes can feed and Per- 
pectuate harmful stereotypes about Asian 
Amcricans. 

Once of her jokes is based on her trip to 


China, home of her parents，with an NBC 
News team.“Do you Know how hard it is to 
find your relatives in a country of a billion 
people who all Jook alike2”Another makes 
fun of a pronunciation problem that some 
Asians have with the“R”and “ 工 ”sounds. 
She said she can't call her trip back to China 
Roots，”sSo she"d have to call it “Loots.” 

Another litue joke she's told is about a 
formerbossofhers wholikedher“becausehe 
liked the wayIdolaundry.”Finally, she says 
thatshe needs eye makeup because withoutit 
She “looks like a refugee.>” 

Now, reasonable people certainly can di 人 
fer about the propriety of certain kinds of 
jokes.Laughing atourselves can beahealthy 
catharsis forthe tensions ofeveryday living. 
But Chung doesmt laugh among us. She 
appears to be laughing at us. The pattern of 
her humor isn'tsimply Self-effacing. It indi- 
cates Self-loathing.
